HOW DOUGLASS WAS SAVED. 


^ "Yes, sir; I am the man who saved 
Fred Douglass from being hanged when 
'Old John Brown' was captured at Har- 
per's Ferry. 
I suppressed a dispatch 


addressed to the sheriff of Philadelphia, 
instructing him to arrest Douglass, who 
was then in that city, as proofs of his 
complicity in the memorable raid were 
discovered when John Brown was taken 
into custody." 


Seated on the doorstep oi his cosv cot- 


tage, a few miles out of Vineland, N. J., 
was John W. Hum, a pleasant, gray- 
bearded man of sixty, who, when ques- 
tioned, answered as above respecting the 
aid rendered by him to the noted aboli- 
tionist. 


"At that time I was a telegraph opera- 


tor located in Philadelphia," continued 
Mr. Hum, "and when I received the dis- 
patch I was frightened nearly out of my 
wits. 
As I was an ardent admirer of the 


great ex-slave, who was doing all that 
mortal could do to agitate the anti-slav- 
ery question, I resolved to warn Douglass 
of his impending fate, no matter what 
the result might be to me." The news 
had just been spread 
throughout the 


country of the bold action of John Brown 
and his intrepid followers in taking the 
little town of Harper's Ferry. Everybody 
was excited, and public feeling ran high. 
Before the intelligence came that Brown 
liad been captured the dispatch I have 
mentioned was sent by the sheriff of 
Franklin County, Penn., to the sheriff of 
Philadelphia, informing him that Doug- 
lass had been one of the leading conspi- 
rators, and requesting that he be immed- 
'ately apprehended. 
Though I knew it 


was illegal to do so I quietly put the'dis- 
jatch in my pocket, and asking another 
operator to take my place started on my 
search for Fred Douglass. 1 went di- 
rectly to Miller McKim, the secretary of 
the contraband, underground, fugitive 
railway office in Philadelphia, and inquir- 
ed for my man.

,o the telegrapii office aud kept a sharp 
opkout for similar dispatches. 
None ar- 


rived, however, and when the allotted 
;ime expired I sent the belated message 
f> its destination. 


In the meanwhile those intrusted 


with my secret saw Mr. Douglass and 
urged him to leave the town as quickly 
as possible. He was loath to do so at 
irst, but the expostulations of his friends 
vercame his objections, and in an hour 
ie left on a railroad train which placed a 


_;ap of forty miles between him and Phil- 
idelphia every hour. Ha reached 
his

in all probability other parts would by 


g be unearthed. "Being disappoint- 


ed in this the party started on a search 
along the bank of the river, and upon 
reaching a large clump of willow bushes 
about an eighth of a mile below, found a 
large amount of pieces of the tusk that 
had evidently been caught and held by 
the bushes. 


Among these pieces was one of consid- 


erable importance, it being the point of 
the tusk. 
This piece was about four 


inches long and about one and three- 
fourths inches in diameter at the tip. 
This piece more strikingly shows itself to 
be genuine ivory than any other portion 
of the tusk, it showing plainly in trans- 
verse sections, 
different colored lines 


running in circular arcs and forming, by 
their decussatious, minute lozenge-shaped 
spaces, these features being strikingly 
shown by the aid of the lens. What has 
has been found tends to confirm previous 
estimates of its length being betweon ten 
and twelve feet, while the weight would 
be from one-half to three-fourths greater 
than it now is, were it not owing to de- 
composition. 
If this theory be true, the 


tusk, when sound, would weigh between 
150 and 200 pounds.

ALEXAKDBIA. 


The present Alexandria is built on a 


portion of tho site of the great old town. 
It lies partly in the middle of the strip of 
laud which separates Lake Mareotes from 
the sea, nnd partly on the mole which, 
north and west connect the main land 
with the Island of Pharos, where stood 
the ancicnt'IIghthouse which was one of 
the "seven wonders of the world." This 
island and the mole together divide the 
port of Alexandria into two harbors. The 
eastern one, where the old Pharos stood 
now has n good modern lighthouse, but is 
blocked up with sand so that commerce 
centres in the western, the Kunostos har- 
bor, which is sheltered on the north by 
the long sand bar upon which stood the 
Khedive's Palace, Has-el-tin, the arsenal, 
hospital and forts. Across the northwest- 
ern entrance to this harbor, British eti"i- 
noers built in 1*71-2 a superb breakwater 
two miles long and forming a broad bar- 
rier which is ten feet above water at low 
tide. 
The defences of forts and earth- 


works lined the crescent which the shore 
makes at this point. 
On the lower lip of 


the crescent, with the Meks forts and 
earth moles of the low shore to its left, is 
the railway depot of the Cairo road, which 
is flanked by the line old red shaft of 
Pompey's pillar, so clo.soly do business 
and iii.liquity elbow each other in this 
land. 
The Pompey who built this monu- 


ment was not the great rival of Osar, 
but a lloinan prefect of the same name 
in the time of Diocletian. 
To the north 


nnd east of the Cairo railway station lies 
tlic Fiuuk quarter ol AtexauUilu, »ith It, 
line buildings mid its general air of Euro- 
pean wealth and uii-Alrican splendor. 
The "Franks" who wore left in the city, 
however were mostly Italian and Levan- 
tine (Greek) merchants anxious for the 
safety of their shops and warohouses, the 
European population generally being well 
out of the way, and the last to go, being 
in refuge on shipboard of vessels of nil 
imtionaltics, including the American.

back to Mehemct All's time, ns does al.,-i 
the Mahmoudieh canal, which brings the 
Nilo into communication with the 
and through which Kgyptain cotton finds 
its way to export nt Alexandria. Our war 
made a boom for Egyptian cotton, which 
has still been kept up. Around the Krank

"Thirty-nine \ears ago Mr. Harlow 


commenced preaching in Bristol in the 
Lyceum building, laboring here and in 
the vicinity to the extent of four services 
a Sabbath, and in addition orguni/ed a 
Sabbath School with fourteen scholars 
and four teachers, whose members so in- 
creased that at the end of four years it 
was equal to any other in the borough. 
Mr. Harlow said in a letter The Sab- 
bath School and preaching were contin- 
ued in the Lyceum building until the 
basement of the church was finished. 
Things looked dark except to the eye of 
faith 
I was almost penniless myself, 


and with little personal influence, while 
all around me regarded the whole scheme 
as Utopian, not possible of success, and 
not one on which to risk either reputation 
or money.' 


"In 1845 he began collecting money 


and material for a church edifice. 
The 


subscriptions tell a story equally inter- 
esting with the church itself. The entire 
congregation gave twelve dollars and a 
half, and this was up to their ability , but 
of their helpers there is a noble host who 
have gone to their rest, and this will be a 
record of tlie works that do followthem. 
In the grand list stands the name of Dr 
Van llcnssclaer, of Burlington, 
But for 


his liberal help in need we would be 


extent of the berry crop in New Jerseyj 
Delaware and Maryland, would readily 
believe what an enormous branch of in- 
dustry it has become and what a heavy 
cash income is derived from it. In three 
days of the very height of the strawberry 
season, there were 300 carloads sent east 
over the Delaware railroad alone, and last 
week CO car loads daily were sent over 
the same road, of blackberries. In west- 
ern New-Jersey the amount of strawber- 
ries, blackberries and hucleberries, daily 
picked and sent to market, is beyond 
precedent. 
In the picking of the berries 


in Jersey, Italians, men, women and 
children, are mostly employed, who make 
good wages at from 15 to 2 cents per 
quart, a family of four realizing from $4 
to $5 per day. 
In regard to peaches, the 


marketing of which has now commenced 
in earnest, the crop is estimated to be 
greater than any previous year. The en- 
tire yield in Delaware and Maryland alone, 
«ill go over 5,000,000 baskets, about 
3,000,000 of which will come east, the 
other 2,000,000 will go to the canneries 
and for evaporating. 
New Jersey will 


also this year produce more than usual, 
while Pennsylvania, New York, Michigan, 
Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, &c., will add 
greatly to the aggegate yield.

under the care of the Second Presbytery 
of Philadelphia in Germantown ou April 
22d, 184C: Fourteen persons composed 
the original organization. In 1851 Rev. 
Franklin S. Harris became pastor and the 
extent of the church's ability can be best 
judged from the size of the collection on 
a special occasion, which was $3.34. Of 
Mr. Harris' trying and diligent services 
as a pastor we hut do simple justice when 
we say that they were owned of God, hon- 
ored of men, and are just sources of com- 
fort to him in the suusetting of a useful 
and beneficent ministry. His pastorate, 
reaching over ten years, put the church 
well on in themarchof life, and when he re- 
tired it showed the culture and strength of 
a diligent hand.wise head and devout heart. 
Mr. Harris was succeeded by Rev. Alfred 
Taylor, in July, 1862. 
His ministry was 


brief, but peculiarly full of results in the 
Sabbath School work, and his record is 
still pleasant with those in the vigor of 
early manhood and womanhood. During 
this short pastorate the church provided 
a manse for the comfort of its pastors— 
a work not to be forgotten in the records 
church progress. 


"Mr. Taylor was succeeded by the Rev. 


Henry F. Lee, whose pastorate, like his 
predecessors, was short. 
The record of 


his ministry chimes with the rest—up- 
ward spiritual life, and in increase of 
numbers and practical benevolence. The 
results were seen in the addition of the 
large number of thirty-six on profession 
and certificate. Following Mr. Lee came 
the Rev. Jacob Weidman, who held the 
alace five and a half years, characterized 
)y the best fruits of this church's life up 
;p this 
period. 
During his ministry

2. Never trust to t horse's mouth as a 


sure, ind( x of his age. 


3. NC'.'Cr buy a horse nhile in motion ; 


watch b in while he stands at rest, and 
you will discover. his weak points. If 
sound, he will stand firmly and squarely 
on his limbs, without moving any of them, 
feet planted flat upon the ground, with 
legs plumb and naturally poised. 
If one 


foot is thrown forward with the toe 
pointing to the ground and the heel 
raised, or if the fooj is lifted from the 
ground and the weight taken from it, dis- 
ease of tho navicumr bone may be sus- 
pected, tr at least tenderness, which is a 
precursor of disease. If the foot is thrown 
out, the l.oe raised, and tho heel brought 
down, th'j horse has suffered from lamnitis 
— foundtr—or the batk sinews have been 
sprained, and lie is of little future value. 
When th : feet are all drawn together be- 
neath the horse, if there has been no dis- 
ease, there is a misplacement of the limbs 
at least, and a weak disposition of the 
muscles. If the horse stands with his 
feet sprc id apart, or straddles with the 
hind legs., there is weakness of the loins, 
and the kidneys are disordered. When 
the knae. are bent and the legs totter 
and tremble, the beast has been ruined by 
heavy pi:lliug, and will never be right 
again, whatever rest and treatment lie 
may have.

4. Never buy a horse with a bluish or 


milky cast in his eyes. 
They indicate a 


constitutional tendency to ophthalmia, 
moon blindness, etc.

This is un invariable indication 
of bad temper. 


0. If the horse's hind legs are scarred 


the fact denotes that lie is a kicker. 


7. If tlie knees are blemished, tlie 


horee is :ipt to stumble. 


9. When the skin is rough and hars.li, 


and does not move easily and smoothly to 
the toucl), the horse is a heavy eater, and 
his diges'.ion is bad. 


9. Avoid a horse whose respiratory or- 


gans are at all impaired. If the ear is 
placed at tho side of the heart and a 
wheezing sound is heard, it is an indi- 
cation ol trouble. Let him go.
